The Banks. of 
Upper and Lower Canada, though sup- 
posed to be fortified with heavy capital,

Notwithstanding these excellent features 
it met be said of all the above institutions, 
that there is no adequate restriction upon 
their iseves, Not only are they not secured 
by the deposit of public stocks, but they 
are not limited to one million, or two mil- 
lions, or any (other amount of money- 
printing. If a New England, or Canadian, 
or Indiana bank fails, ite notes are a dead 
loss to Western holders, or #0 nearly a 
dead loss that there is no appreciable sa- 
ving.

the country to be hoarded. We iaust have 
a home currency redeemable in specie on 
call, and without cost to the bill holder, 
or we myst have an exclusive metallic cur- 
rency, if we would avoid a repetition of ' 
the disasters which have of late so griev- 
ously distressed every person in the North- 
west.

the country, fourteen miles, to Phillippi. 
*\ The bridges were temporarily repaired; and 
the three Regiments advanced on Grafton, 
Friday evening, May Sist. The rebels were 
posted at Phillippi, somewhere 1,500 strong, 
and were guarding the pike leading from Craf- 
ton to Philippi. Consequently, part of the ist 
Virginia Regiment, (Col. Kelly,) the 16th Onto, 
(Col. Irvine;) and the 0th Indiana, (Col Nil:- 
ray,) started on s cirenitous route, 29 miles, 
at 1] o'clock Sabbath morving, to attack them 
in thé rear; while the 6th and 7th Indiana, 
and the 14th Ohio, with two six pounders, 
which had just arrived on the Parkersburgh 
route,) attacked them in front by the pike. 
The march of the rear division was made four 
miles by rail, and the twenty five remaining 
miles by a bridle path, over the mountains, 
was made in eevéenteeh hours, through 
drenching rain, and the worst roads ever seen. 
The march was the most exhausting ever ex- 
perienced by the oldest snd most experienced 
of our soldiers; and bad the enemy endur- 
ance, tact and courage, they could have made 
fearful bavoc with us in the thick darkness of 
that awful night, in the wild mountain gorges 
through which we paseed. Aboat fifty men 
from the three Regiments fell by the way, 
from exhaustion, and were picked ap by 
friemdly wagoners, or straggled im the next 
dey. The itfack was to beve commenced at 
4 o'clock, on the west side, and we were to 
have headed them on the cast side. The wost- 
ern division made their time and opened on 
their picketa before 4 o'clock. Posting the 
artillery, they fired upon the rebels, and had 
they stood gunpowder, we should have cut 
them oif in twenty minutes; bat we arrived 
on the brow of the hill overlooking the east 
road towards Bever’y and Stanton, just in 
to see them fly in droves like sheep. Tue
